“The Kieffer Pear—lIts ot ae 


Prepotency. 


When I bought the farm which I have 
had since 1871, its former owner showed 
me a small pear tree which he had planted 
six years before, and which had made no 
apparent growth. I pruned, fertilized 
In the 
spring it opened its leaves, it shed them 
in autumn, but it made no visible growth 
of wood. I then removed it to a.seem- 
ingly better position to see if change 
might awakenit. Digging it up carefully. 
I could not see either in roots or top any 
indication that they had increased in size 
a particle since taken from the nursery. 
It was a case of complete vitai inertia. 
For nearly ten years longer it stood un- 
changed. It merely lived and bore an 
annual crop of leaves without growth. 
Some years ago, while top-grafting other 
trees with the Kieffer pear, I cut off all 
the branches of this dormant tree and 
inserted in their stumps cions of the 
Kieffer. These were set in April. Every 
one of them grew, and the next October 
many of them were over’ five feet in 
length. From the date of this grafting 
this inert pear tree has grown vigorously; 
its trunk has trebled in diameter, its 
branches spread luxuriantly, and in 1891 
it bore a bushel of fine fruit.

In a pear orchard which I planted in 
1872 stood a Bartlett tree some five feet 
high with a small branched top. Yearly 
it blossomed, but did not grow. I pulled 
off the blossoms annually to direct its 
energies to the development of wood, but 
it failed to do more than blossom and 
bear a few leaves. To encourage it I let 
it bear two or tree years; these were fine 
fruits. But even this indulgence did not 
improve its disposition; it would not 
grow. In April, 1866, when top-grafting, 
a neighbor came to learn the art. I had 
finished my work, but my obstinate little 
pear tree stood handy, so I sawed it off to 
give my friend a lesson in grafting. He 
stuck into it a couple of Kieffer cions, and 
under my intructions completed the job. 
Those grafts grew strongly; in a couple 
of years I cut away one of them, and the 
other is now ten feet high and was last 
year so burdened with fruit as to bein 
danger of breaking down. 

I could give many other illustrations in 
apple and pear trees of the evident vitali- 
zation of the stock by the graft. The 
Kieffer pear especially seems as if its 
vitality will revitalize any pear stock on 
which it may be worked. It shows strong 
growth on all pear stocks, but stronger on 
some varieties than on others, proving 
that there is a difference in congeniality 
a and Forest. 


Grafting the Peean. 


Persons who have paid fancy prices for 
choice pecan nuts for planting, hoping 
thereby to propagate trees that will pro- 
duce similar nuts, are doomed to bitter 
disappointment. Seedlings of the pecan- 
are no exception to the general rule that 
all seedlings are unreliable. 

There is a pecan tree in this county that 
bears large oval nuts finely flavored with 
thin shells. These nuts have been largely 
planted around Monticello and a good 
many of the trees have arrived at a bear- 
ing age; some of them are barren, but a 
majority of them produce nuts identical 
in shape with those of the parent tree, but 
so small that they are almost worthless. 


One tree only out of the lot bears a nut 
that approximates in size and fiavor those of the 
parent. I believe that where very large nuts 
are planted, at least nineteen out of every twen- 
ty will show this reversion of type, by producing 
fruit inferior in size and flavor to those planted. 

lf this is the case. then clearly the only way 
to obtain the desired qualities of size and flavor

RareEs.—As we send this list to the trade only, 
we make the difference in prices between the 10, 
100 and 1000 rates very slight—simply sufficient, 
as a rule, to cover the difference in the expense 
of handling in the smaller numbers. We uni- 
formly tie in bunches of 10, when consistent 
with the order, and we suggest to our customers 
to make their orders for varietics in multiples 
of 10 as far as practicable. Orders for 50 and 
not over 300 trees, if for not less than 10 ofa 
variety, will be charged at the rate per hundred. 
Orders requiring 300 trees or more, and not less 
than 10 of a variety. will be filled at the lowest 
quoted prices. Orders for less than 10 trees of 
one variety, will be charged at the rate per ten. 


Srason.—Our packing and shipping season 
begins by the 20th of September, and continues 
until about the first of March. 

We have great advantages to offer here in 
early shipments for the North in Spring. We 
do not accept orders for trees we do not grow, as 
we never buytrees to sell again. You can de- 
pend upon us for fresh dug trees. Each order 
is taken up separately, and not until it is 
wanted for shipment. 


SHIPPING DIRECTIONS.—We respectfully beg 
our patrons to furnish us with explicit direc- 
tions as to shipping, and the mode of conveyance 
by which they desire trees forwarded. Whenno 
particular directions are given, we forward 
according to the best of our judgment.

RELEASE.—When prepayment of freight is not 
required, we will Release and Guarantee, and 
take forwarder’s receipt and mail to consignee.

$5.00 per 100 lbs.”’ If released under this clause, 
the freight is less on roads governed by this 
classification,and we will assume it to be proper 
to make this release, without reference to the 
value of the trees, unless instructed to the con- 
trary.

GUARANTEE OF GENUINENESS.—While we ex- 
ercise the greatest diligence and care to have all 
our Trees, etc., true to label, and hold ourselves 
in readiness, on proper proof, to replace all trees, 
etc., that may prove untrue to label, free of 
charge, or refund the amount paid, it is mutu- 
ally understood and agréed to, between the pur- 
chaser and ourselves, that our guarantee of gen- 
uineness shall in no case make us liable for any 
sum greater than that originally received for 
said trees, etc., that shall prove untrue. 

ACCEPTANCE.—Notice should be sent us by tel- 
egraph, at our expense, if there is any cause of 
complaint,or should the trees be refused, stating 
reasons. Olaims for deduction, from whatever 
cause,will receive consideration only when made 
promptly upon the receipt of the trees. If trees 
show any signs of shrivelling upon arrival, they 
can usually be restored by being thoroughly 
watered and buried entirely under the ground 
for two or three days.
